Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-27 allowed.

The arts of record prior to 10/19/1998, does not teach: in response to an incoming 
telephone call ring, providing an alert at a called party 's telephone and including an option to 
select between recording an outgoing message or inserting parameters into a pre-recorded 
message generated at the called party 's telephone, while the incoming call is still pending and 
ringing to the caller.
